Wild disorders am reported 
Catalonia over the recent levy 
workers. Never in the history of 
Spain hiss a government imposed n 
tax .on laborers' earnings, becausi 
these have been considered to< 
small. The now income tax rcarhei 
nil laborers earning ten pesetas a 
day, and there arc a large number of 
these since wages have gradually 
advanced since the war. 

Both • employees and. employers 
seem agreed that the government 
made a mistake in opplying n new 
tax, in view of the fact that the 
national budget does not at present 
require additional funds. 

A strict censorship has been ini- 
tiated by the Spanish government, 
but rumor, have reached the French 
border to the ■ effect that fighting 
has broken out in several cities be- 
tween workers and police.
